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SUMMARY 


Toropets  Ammunition  Depot  South  is  located 
If:  kilometers  (km)  south  of  Toropets  (Figure  1). 

The  installation  covers  approximately  480 
acres  and  includes  4 administrative  buildings, 
7 . barracks,  6 quarters,  77  storage  buildings, 
,'■> I.  support  buildings  and  a possible  motor  park 


(Figures  2 and  it). 

The  installaiion  was  covered  by  9 KEYHOLE 
missions  between  February  1962  and  October 
1964.  Comparative  analysis  reveals  that  the 
installation  was  occupied  during  this  period. 
No  significant  changes  were  observed. 


DESCRIP  TION  OF  INSTALLATION 


K ailroad  Service 

A rail  spur  serves  the  secured  storage  area. 
Two  trackside  docks  (length  undetermined)were 
observed,  one  in  Area  El  and  one  in  Area  D. 

Koad  ^Service 

A secondary  probaBleall- weather  road  pro- 
vides access  to  Toropets  and  Staraya  Toropa. 

Administrative  and  Troop JTousing  Area 

Area  D contains  3 administration  buildings, 
barracks,  at  least  6 quarters,  2 storage  build- 
ings, and  21  support  buildings.  Track  activity 
indicates  usage  of  all  buildings. 


General  Storage  Areas 

Area  El  contains  1 administration  building, 
66  storage  buildings,  and  11  support  buildings. 
Track  activity  indicates  usage  of  all  buildings. 
One  support  building  is  located  outside  the 
secured  area. 

Area _E2_contains  9 storage  buildings.  Track 

activity  indicates  usage  of  these  buildings. 

Equipment  Storage/Maintenance  Area 

Area  J is  u 525-  by  240 -foot  possible  motor 
piark.  Track  activity  indicates  use  of  this  area. 
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
